And it is 
far from all the Mckiag and screaming K3I has and has suppressed, >,lth the 
help of Goiai.!»rcialii!isg scavengers of thssa terrible cidmes liko the charlatan you 
presented as news. 

It is a sad day for the country when nows on significant events requires publio- 
rslatioas agencies and great wealth for the people to be able to hear it.

lour cova^sa^ of th^ news is spectacular. Bast Thursday in another court it was held 
in a third of my current suits that tha ClA is not exempt from the FOIA when it is not 
the respoMiJat in the litigation. (^Thera viill be another hearing on this 12/2.) 

last yaar tha Justice Depaiiiaent assured another court in Washington that I know 
more about the JK assassination and tha Fia’s investigation of it than anyone in the 
FBI. Naturally this makes McHillan an expart, not me, in this rspresontatioa of your 
nev/a concepts and standards. 

When I did news it would have bean regarded as a good hiuaaafiintsrest story that oao 
citizen doQ3 tain without regular Incom® or subsidy, aided by a young iawyor who was in 
a law~school audience he addressed tan years aarliar, a lawyer so new to the profession 
he has yat to b® before a jury - but has bean to the Suprsma vom-t a number of times.
